It is seldom that the theater of strife 
in a great political campaign is made 
the scene of a terrible tragedy, and one 
of the chief actors’ is calied away by 
the hand of death. almost on the eve of 
the day when thousands of voters 
eagerly expect’ to vote for him. It is 
still more seldom that the bitter wran- 
«le of campaign discussion and the last 
bursts of campaign enthusiusm are 
hushed, and that all the straggling 
forces bow their heads in~a unity. of 
sorrow and shed a tear for a gallant yet 
bitter opponent. The cloud which so 
suddenly rolled over the political hor- 
zon last Friday morning embraced citi- 
zens of all classes political creeds 
within its shadow. When men picked 
up their morning papers last Friday 
morning they read that-on the night 
before, Henry George had.addressed 
four different meeting in Greater New 
York, and they felt an irresistible ad- 
miration for the valiant -fight of this 
hero of the plain people. ey read 
that thousands had cheered him ; that 
multitudes of new votes had been 
pledged to hini. Hardly had the morn- 
ing pepers been laid aside, when, swift 
as a flash of lightning, an awful :umor 
darted from mouth i mouth over all 
ra na city —** Henry... George is 
dead! ?? “ An infamous campaign 
joke” said some. “He is doubtless 
ul” said others. But hardly had the 
rumor come, before every telegraph 
and telephone was bringing its subsian- 
tiation... Henry George was dead. 

The pathetic story of how'a 
though simple man had gone down in 
the thick of the battle and had fallen 
asleep like a little child, is now familiar. 
in every home throughout the Nation. 
The sorrow-which it cast here on the 
field of battle is hard to describe. A 
pall seemed to have been thrown over 
men’s hearts in all quarters of the 
great city and {t-seemed for-a time~as- 
though the breathless tension of the 
campaign had been forgoiten. Swift 
came messages of sincere sympathy 
from all classes of citizens. city 
immediately hastened to honor. the 
memory of the fallen leader ty a trib- 
ute which will long stand in .merican 
history as one of the grandest:mona- 
ments tothe solidarity of respect for a 
pure character. 

It is an inexpressible pity that any 
act or policy should have marred this 
— tribute of regard for the~ dead 

eader, but itis an unpleasant—duty to 
tell in another column of one of the 
most indecent and disgusting incidents 
in the history of political sffairs-—-— 

No conventional terms of eulogy, 
however sincere, can do justice to the 
memory of this man who gave his life 
for the principles in which he believed, 
with a devotion more than human. 
Walking with a physician friend alun 
the Shore Road near- his Fort Hamil- 
ton home, one day before his nomina- 
tion, Henry George gazed wistfully out 
over the blue waters of the sea and 
said : 

* Doctor, what is the worst that can 
pape? to me if I enter this campaign?” 

The doctor sorrowfully replied : I 
hadn’t the heart to tell you, but since 
you_ask it, I must teli you that I do 
not. .believe-youcan survive.the-strain.” 

“ Well,” responded Mr. George, “I 
shall have to die sometime. How bet- 
ter could I die than fighting for hu- 
manity?”? So when the nomination 
was offered him Mr. George answered; 


‘*T will accept this nomination if die} 


for it,’’ but the significance of the last

There was never a more impressive 
tribute to the memory of a man than 
that which was given Sunday to the 
life aid down by Henry George. Be-

He 
mcreases the yield and lessons the cost of 
cultivation-by placing onion rows ten inches 
apart. . 

The farm of F. A Russell is located on the 
bank of the Merrimack river about half wa 
rom “Lawrence--to—Haverhill, It is ad- 
mirably adapted to market : 
“Russell has made a study of his business and 
grows more produce than any man ‘in this 
vicinity, He is ably assisted by two sons; 
in addition ten men are employed durin 
the season. Toinatoes, beets, carrots, pe | 
parsnips are saised by the acre and in Sep- 
tember there was in the vicinity of five 
acres of squash, the same amount each of 
cabbage and sweet corn, and also. ten 
acres of cele growing. Magnificent 
crops of peas and early beets were grown be- 


tween the rows of celery. In all my travels | & 


I never saw such a handsome field of celery, 
and if I were to have my choice between the 
returns from the ten acres or the in- 
come of the luckiest man in the Klondike 
this season, I sliould choose the former. A 
large herd of cows eat the refuse from the 
gardens and-the-surplus hay, and furnish 
milk for a retail route in Haverhill, Mr, 
Russell is located on the old home ‘farm and 
has demonstrated that it is not ‘necessary to 
go to the city tg accumulate money.

GLOUCESTER, ~ Nov... 2--The~ fishing 
losses of the year, according to Proctor 
Bros.’ Vessel List, are as follows:—The 
losses of both men and vessels in the 
Gloucester fisheries, for the year ending 
Nov. 1, 1797, is less. than for a number 
of years, ‘The total number of vessels 
lost is eleven, less than in. any 
year since 1881, except in 1895, when 
the number was the same as the present 
year.
